of the ranch in alfalfa. C. E. Bunker 
has the contract for seeding the alfalfa 
and for caring for the growing field, 
as well as for completing a cement pit 
at the pumping plant, thirty feet deep 
and tweive feet in diameter.

BURGLAR AT RIVERSIDE GOES 
THROUGH SKYLIGHT, 


Makes Careful Selection of Valu-— 
ables at Riverside—Girle Watch 
Him, But His Actions Are Ge De- 

fiberate They Supposed He Worked 
in the Store. 
RIVERSIDE, Nov. (Several hun- 

dred dollars worth of rings and other 
articles of value were taken from the 
Riverside Jewelry and Optical store 
on Main street last night by a daring 
burglar who let himself down among 
the vaiuables by means of a rope, from 
the skylight. The safe was not tam- 
pered with and only smaller pieces 
were taken from the showcases. These | 
were carefully selected, the robber tak- 
ing only those of most value.

“When one considers that in 1820 the 
first missionaries to the Hawalian 
Islands found the natives a savage peo- 
ple, the strides of that country toward 
a high civilization are a subject of 
marvel. 

“Until the advent of the missionaries, 
the Polynesians had no written lan- 
guage. At present New Zealand tour- 
ists declare that the Polynesians of our 
islands are a more advanced people 
than the Maories. I am sure that this 
will apply to the Samoans, the Fijians. 
or the Tongians. 

FOREIGN INFLUENCE. 

“From the first discovery of the 
Hawaiian Islands, the people there 
have received a steady influx of excel- 
lent foreign influence. As a result, 
within twenty-five years after the ar- 
rival of the first Americans, the King 
gave the people a constitution and took 
the land from the chieftains to divide 
it among the individual families of the 
populace. 

“In 1846 a man named Henry Lee,

“Arriving a little later, was Robert 
C. Wyle, a Seotchman of large means, 
who devoted himself to the welfare of 
the country. He was as wise and un- 
selfish as he was rich and when the 
King made him his prime minister, he 
became a powerful agent in securing 
for Hawali the recognition of other na- 
ti 


ons. 

“It was thro his efforts tRat the 
powers first realized the value of the 
islands in a commercial! sense and their 
great importance as a point in strategy. 

“Another Saxon whose coming to the 
islands was blessing to the people, 
Charies R. Bishop, who is still liv- 
ing. Mr. Bishop was from New York. 
He married a Hawaiian woman who 
was of the royal biood, and when the 
crown of the kingdom was offered to 
her, Mr. Rishop, as a model American 
husband who rules his own household 
and rules it well, respectfully declined 
the crown in her behalf. e had no 
desire to go into the king regent busi- 
ness, and he did not purpose to sacri- 
fice his own comfort to a mere whim 
of his wife. : 

PROVED HER LOVE. 

She who should have been Queen 
was heartily agreed in the democracy 
of her husband and was genuinely en- 
thused over the prospect of a free peo- 
ple. At her death, she proved how gen- 
erous were her views and how sincere 
her good wishes for the populace by 
leaving all of her fortune to the peo- 
ple for the establishment of schools for 
girls and boys. This action handsame 
ly increased educational facilities in the 
islands. 

“Commercially, the islands are pros- 
perous and will continue to be. Our 
largest crop is sugar, and there is no 
country in which this commodity is 
treated more scientifically. 

“The question of labor was first met 
by the Hawaiian government by the 
importation of Chinese. After annexa- 
tion with the United States the Amer 
can planters invited a very large Jap- 
anese immigration. In later years, 
they have turned to the Azore Islands 
and have opened the door to the Portu- 
guese, with the result that we now 
have a population of at least 20,000 of 
the latter people, who are well paid and 
who make good laborers. 

“All labor in the Hawaiian Islands is 
paid exceptionally well. The Japanese 
receive a minimum pay of house rent, 
fuel and $18 per month. 

The — r 2 industry, the coffee - 
ports and t banana plantations are 
all sources of large revenues and in re- 
cent years alligator pears have proved 
an exportation of profit. 

GREAT CHURCH WORK. 

“Our church work has thrived since 
1902, when the English church with- 
drew from the field in favor of the 
Americans. While we have much good 
work estalished in all of the islands, 
our thief endeavors have been exerted 
in Honolulu, where we own six acres of 
land in a fine portion of the city and 
on which we have spent $220, for 
buildings in the last eight years with- 
out going in debt. We have in St. An- 
drew's priory a very fine girls’ semin- 
ary from which a large number of cul- 
tivated and beautiful young women 
have been graduated. Many of these 
are now teachers or trained nurses, 
while hundreds are presiding over 
beautiful homes of their own. 

“The first trained nurse among the 
native people was a graduate of our 
school and we now have two students 
at the Clara Barton Hospital in Los 
Angeles, one of whom finis her four 
years of training today. Thev are 
lovely, cultured women of high charac- 
ter and are thoroughly inspired with 
desire for service. 
“We have a fine school boys and 
it has always been full to limit of 
its capacity. I think in the beginning 
that the women were more eager for 
higher education than the boys. It

UNION LEAGUE'S PILE 


GOING UP RAPIDLY. 


OGRESS in the construction of 


the handsome new fireproof build- 
ing of the Union League Club at the 
northeast corner of Hill and Second 
streets has been notably rapid in the 
past few weeks, and there is every 
that the membership will be 
able to move into the structure quite a 
while before the twenty-second anni- 
versary of the organization, which will 
be on March 22, 1911. The promises of 
the F. O. Engstrum Company, which 
holds the constru@ion contract, are in 
line with the hopes of, the club men. 
The building has already been reared 
to a height of five stories. The block 
will front 120. feet on Hill by 105 feet on 
Second and will be of reinforced con- 
crete construction and one of the most 
imposing class A buildings in the 
West. The material is poured by the 
gravity system, a method which has 


proven remarkably successful in Los 


Angeles the past year. 

The building throughout will be fitted 
with hollow metal frames in all the 
windows and doors, and there will be 
practically nothing to burn in the 
structure excepting the small strips of 
wood to which the carpets will be nail- 
ed. e Kahn system of floors and 
beams has been adopted. The struc- 
ture will be nine full stories in he Pht. 

With its site the structure will re- 

mt an investment of over 300,000, of 
which $270,000 is represented by the 
construction work and $240,000 by the 
cost of the corner. The club ten years 
ago bought the old Sunset Telephone 
building, which was refitted and occu- 
pied until about a year ago, when it 
was removed to make room for the 
new building. The rest of the site 
was bought a year and « half ago.

GEORGE V. . 

As the world progresses and more 
liberal sentiments prevail in every sec- 
tion of society, the kings of the earth 
find it necessary to stand firmly on 
their feet and to order their lives in ac- 
cordance with modern sentiment. The 
old order has changed and kings, like 
other folk, must adapt themselves to 
changed conditions. Manuel of Portu- 
gal failed to do this, and the nation 
quickly enforced the lesson; Alfon- 
so’s crown is decidedly out of balance; 
the Czar of Russia is practically a 
prisoner. In George of England, on the 
contrary, we see the happy fortune of 
a King who broad-bases his throne 
upon his peoples’ will. 

The solid business sense, the whole- 
some middle-class morality and the ex- 
emplary home life of this practical 
King is doing more to perpetuate the 
monarchy in Great Britain than all the 
warlike achievements of the Plantage- 
nets and Tudors. Had he followed in 
the footsteps of so recent a monarch as 
George III, the “pool of London” would 
soon witness a dumping similar to the 
historical tea party in Boston Harbor. 
During the reign of William IV Eng- 
land was drifting rapidly into social- 
ism. The first Victorian decade was 
marked by bread riots and labor in- 
surrections in the north of England. 
Scotiand was honeycombed with dis- 
content; for many years Ireland was 
in open revolt. The chief European na- 
tions treated England with distrust or 
thinly veiled hostility. 

Today all this has been changed, 
chiefly torough the magnetic person- 
ality and unflagging efforts of Ed- 
ward the Peacemaker. His son, 
George, in the few months of his reign, 
has shown himself an able and will- 
ing successor to his capable father, in 
spite of the gloomy prognostications 
of the pessimists. 

One of King George's first acts on 
assuming the reins of government was 
to insist on expurgating from the coro- 
nation oath the objectionable words 
almed against the Catholic Church, 
which were particularly obnoxious to 
his Irish subjects. Everybody who ap- 
preciates the sentimental nature of the 
Celtic people will realize how far this 
concession will go toward healing an- 
cient wounds. The gossips declared 
that with the passing of Edward, 
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courtesy from England's new ruler. 
How has this sneer been justified? 
Only a few weks ago, when the Hon- 
orable Artillery Company of Boston, 
Mass., offered George a brevet rank of 
colonel in their world-famous regi- 
ment, the English King accepted the 
honor in the kindly spirit with which it 
was tendered, and took advantage of 


the oceasion to express his warm ad- 


miration for the great western re- 
public. 
From the latest dispatches this new 


King seems to have evolved a workable | 


plan for breaking the present deadlock 
between Lords and Commons, a task 
which Liberal and Conservative lead- 
ers alike have tackled in vain. This, 
briefly stated, consists in an extensive 
system of local home rule for Ireland, 
Scotland and Wales alike, thus de 
centralizing the power of the imperial 
Parliament and confining it strictly to 
imperial issues. He also proposes to 
hold his court by turns in each of the 
four parts of the British. Kingdom, 
and so remove the grievances of the 
Irish, the Scotch and the Welsh, who 
think that England is getting the 
lion’s share in the corporation of John 
Bull 4 Co. If his plane commend 
themselves to the Irish leaders, and 
signs all point that way, he will have 
won a greater victory than all the 
prime ministers and cabinet councils 
of the last two centuries. 

Not such a bad record for a new 
man who has been in office only six 
mpnths, is it?

The situation is complicated from 
the fact that the people of the prov- 
inces, from whom the money to sup- 
port the government is largely derived, 
have no tyrant-hating revolutionary- 
uprising, insurgent-progessive blood in 
their apathetic Portuguese veins. They 
say that their leader is the Reverend 
Giveadam Andrade. They have no real 
use for even one government, and they 
absolutely refuse to pay for two gov- 
ernments.

On this side of the line there have 
been inquisitive persons who don't 
care a cent whether there fs a reci- 
procity or not, yet are interested ip 
knowing why this all-of-a-eudden move- 
ment has been begun at Ottawa. The 
truth is out. Canada wants a bit of 
Maine on which she long has set her 
twinkling northern eyes, and if she 
can wheedle Uncle Sam into the belief 


that reciprocity is necessary for bis 


‘comfort, she may induce him to part 


with it. So runs the story from round 
about Rideau Hall. It is to be feared 
there will be disappointment in store 
‘for Jobany Canuck when he comes to 
Uncle Sam with an official request for 
part of American territory. There ts 
a saying in this country that what we 
have we'll hold, and Ca ada will have 
to furnish a very attract substitute 
before we let go ofa bit of Maine, 
even if it is settled, as Ottawa insinu- 
ates, “by French-Canadians who there- 
fore won't have to change their flag.” 


AMENDMENTS THAT SHOULD BE 
RATIFIED. 

Senate Constitutional Amendment 
No. 38, to limit the formation of new 
counties to places where there are at 
least 8000 inhabitants, and prohibiting 
the reduction of the population of the 
old county below 20,000 by reason of 
the creation of a new county, and re- 
quiring the new county to assume its 
proportion of the indebtedness of the 
old county, and keeping the boundary 
line of the new county at least five 
miles from the courthouse of the old 
county, is a wise amendment 
to check the too prevalent disposition 
of aspirants for county offices to in- 
trigue for the premature formation of 
new bailiwicks for their benefit. The 
amendment should be adopted. 

Senate Constitutional Amendment 
No. 31, to relieve the congestion of 
business of the Superior Courts of large 
cities by authorizing the judges of 
crowded calendars to call to their aid 
the services of Superior Court judges 
from counties where the calendar is 
not crowded, is a wise and much need- 
ed amendment, and should be approved 
by the voters of Los Angeles county. 

Assembly Constitutional Amendment 
No. 14, providing for a right of free 
fishery on the public lands, and resery- 
ing such right to the people on all pub- 
lic lands hereafter sold should be 
adopted. Future legislators can be 
trusted to guard the privilege of free 
fishery from abuse by enacting laws to 
adequately protect private rights, as 
well as to prescribe times and seasons 
for its exercise.
